of street 
contractors; 
but wo believe 


the whole trouble is occasioned by the 
lack ofa scientific system of grades and 
sewers. Leaving out the heavy expen- 
ses, this uncertain 
manner 
iv which 


streets are successively 
torn up for gas 


pipes, 
water pipes, 
sewers, 
partial 


grades 
and 
general 
grades-, 
is 
a 


severe 
injury 
to 
business, 
aud 


almost 
ruinous 
to 
our 
drives 


and 
business 
thoroughfares. 
One 


way 
to 
avoid 
this is to adopt 
a 


thorough and uniform system of grades 
and sewers. 
Let no expensive 
grade 


be attempted 
until the work of laying 


water pipes and gas pipes 
is finished, 


and the sewers 
are 
built, 
then tlie 


work of grading will not have to hetin- 
done for 
years. 
The 
City 
Fathers 


should consult 
the 
City Attorney on 


the question of legality, then 
get the 


advice 
of tbe City Engineer 
before 


any street work is projected. 
In this 


way suits will be 
avoided 
and 
the 


property owner will not see with dis- 
gust that his street is kept dug up ami 
embargoed 
for each separate 
iinpro ve- 


ment. 
The 
Council 
should 
adopt 


some approved system of engineering, 
and then commence 
at the beginning, 


letting tlie work of grading 
properly 


conclude the 
improvements. 
In this 


way we will have smooth, hard drives 
and business 
thoroughfares, 
but 
oth- 


erwise the city willbe at great expense 
for repairs, and 
the 
property 
owner 


will be taxed to death. 


We carefully avoid 
publishing in 


the Herald anything that smacks of 
scandal, 
but when the whole commu- 


nity is shocked by a flagrant violation 
of the rules of propriety; 
when 
the 


laws of God and man are 
shamelessly 


broken, then 
we 
publish 
the 
facts.
